logg, was standing before the judge's 
desk, according to witnesses of the

from Judge McDonald.

Kellogg had taken a seat a few- 


feet away, after being sentenced to 
15 days in Jail for contempt of-court. 
Me -got up and walked forward cas- 
ually, spectators said, but when a few 
feet from the bench ho drew his re* 
volver and started_ firing. The first 
shot penetrated the* bench and passed 
between Judge McDonald's legs.

\v AVjisliinglon, D. C.—Suppose you wanted nn oce- 
lot or a mountain lion_jvould you know where to 
SO to pet it? 
Or suppose it is an imported white 


tailed deer -you seek, a wild cat, or x brown bear. 
Filling the demand for these and a hundred other 
wild and tame animals on a wholesale scale is a. 
curious business, but a thriving find fairly larpc 
one. 
There sire many business concerns in Hie 


United States engaged in the collection ot animals 
from all parts of the globe, and their sale to pri- 
vate individuals, circuses, and zoological parks. 
A. number or these' firms are located along the 
Mexican border. 


The biggest part oC the business is the iinporta- 


tion ot canary birds. Before the beginning oC the

The price for live "Bob 


White" quail is usually from f2.50 to $3 for each 
bird, depending upon the size oC the order.. Moun- 
tain quail are quoted a. little lower, while'turkeys 
of the wild variety will often cost as much ns ?1T 
npiece. 


If for any reason a brown or black bear should. 


be desired, it may be secured or. fairly short no- 
tice for about ?75. Mountain lions, alive, cost as 
much as $150. The smaller and commoner wild 
cat costs only about. $20. 


For the larger animals, the whole.demand comes 


from the circus people and zoos. The prices for 
some of the big beasts range up to thousands of 
dollars- 
A good giraffe will easily command 


$5,000. 
Zoological men say that there, are only 


about 20 now in Uvp United States, the largest 
group being that owned by one circus. 
Few zoos 


can boast the possession ot a giraffe. 


Another animal which is rare in the United 


States Is the rhinoceros, although its cousin, the 
hippopotamus, can be seen in almost any collec- 
tion of wild beasts imported from other climes. 
The gorilla, of the four great anthropoid varie- 
ties, is very scarce, the only one in the United 
States having died 'last winter, from pneumonia- 
Good specimens ot either the rhino or the gorilla 
are worth at least $5,000.

A HERO STILL. 


Two years ago the country rang with lauda- 


tion, of tho exploit of Sergt. Alvin1 C. York. 
He 


was the greatest individual hero oC the war and 
was-loaded with "decorations, congress pausing to 
award him the rare prize of the Medal of Honor, 
a distinction valued'.more highly than the Vic- 
toria Cross in another land. 


A Tennessee mountaineer, he had entered the 


army reluctantly because of conscientious scrup- 
les.. Placed in a position that was almost hope- 
less he shot his way to safety, at the sama time 
rescuing his companions and capturing a lot of 
prisoners. 
Once his exploit became known he 
' sprang into fame. With :t all he was unaffected. 


He went to his Tennessee home, married and sct- 


' tied dow.i. 


However, it appears that affairs have not gone 


well with -him. 
His- -mountain , homo ' had 
a 


mortgage on it and he was unable to keep up tho 
payments. The other, day he was evicted and ho 
left his little cabin with 'his wife and babies tb 
seek a job as a day.laborer. His fame as a hero, 
his medals and other decorations have not assist- 
ed, him in the prosy yet not unheroic task of 


• earning a living for himself and.-his Jlttle. family. 


It may seem that there is something wrong with 
the situation, that a man jwho was able to meet 
an emergency and triumph'over it should, merit 
a better fate. 
: 


Notwithstanding his failure to meet his obli- 


gations there Is something of the hero about -his 
actions. 
He never triod to capitalize his ex- 


ploit.1 He might have made money, in the mov- 
ies. 9.v did not assume a .pose or take the posi- 
tion that the government owed.' him a living'. So 
far as could be observed he was the same simple- 
minded mountaineer after ho became famous as 
he was when unknown outside his native hills. 
In the news item that tells of his 
misfortune 


therft is no appeal.for sympathy or lament over 
his failure. It is a matter-of-fact statement that 
he went to hunt a job as a-day laborer. 


That, loo. is. heroic, though of a common sort. 


Having failed at one thing-he goes to find'some- 
thins else. It Is a. kind of heroism that is ex- 
hibited by many who never slew Germans by^tho- 
score. yet it demonstrates real manhood. 
Repub- 


lics are ungrateful, perhaps, but the reaV- hero 
asks for no favor, but meets circumstances 
they arise and. without complaint.—Keld.. 


Tigers command a better price . than 
lions 


Right now lions are a drug on the'market, and 
some can be obtained for as little as 5350 or $400. 
Lions in captivity often breed well, and a consid- 
erable number now make their home in tills coun- 
try. 
^~ot many years ago the American bison had 


dwlndledno such small numbers that a good spec- 
imen was worth a considerable sum, tut the ef- 
forts to preserve the beasts, both wild herds and 
those In captivity,,liave resulted in builtling them 
up to the point where all danger of extinction is 
past. Consequently they are not so valuable. 


Klcphauts always command a. good price. Tho 


last two elephants purchased 'or the zoo in \Vasn-. 
Ing-ton wen small ones, and $5,000"was paid for 
the pair,. A full grown elephant would be worth 
about tlxis much money. Elephants rarely breed 
in captivity, but quite a number are caught every 
year In the big elephant "drives. By the way, ani- 
mal men say the great age attributed to elephants 
by fiction writers is a product or their Imagina- 
tions, that the average length of an elephant's life 
is 50 to 60 years, and that it' is rarely indeed that 
an elephant reaches 100 years. 


It is not an uncommon sight to find blaek leop- 


ards in zoos and .circuses. 
Contrary to general 


belief, this is not a distinct species, but a sporad- 
ic-occurrence among the big cats. 
These arc 


merely melaniEtlc animals, occurring more fre- 
quently among leopards than among the larger 
members of the fo-llne -family. The animals have 
in. their make-UR,.a. large -share of pigment, and 
are just the opposite of albino types, which com- 
pletely lack pigment. 
There have, been cases of 


albino tigers and leopards. There is at least onc 
pelt of a totally black tiger in the Uniled States. 


On the fur of the black leopard; in the proper 


light, the outlines of the spots may be seen easily.1 
Thi's over-supply of pigment in some father bird's 
and animals is not uncommon, some-varieties of 
hawks often being much, darker than.the ordinary 
color of their brothers and sisters. 


The offspring of a black leopard might b,2 all 


the usual spotted animals, but in some other kinds 
oC beasts, by careful selection and breeding, most 
of the young ones born will be pigmentcd to such 
an extent that all will present an appearance very 
different from tho original animal. In one nota- 
ble instance,' the darker animals have been pro- 
duced in commercial quantities, and

The Department of 
Agriculture says thare are about 400 fox farim in 
this country, devoted mostly to the propagation oC 
silver black foxes.and-that there are. more than 
5,000'such foxes now in the United States. • Sev- 
eral hundred are killed each year for the fur trade 


In developing the silver black'fox, it was found 


that In parts ol Canada, particularly Prince Ed- 
ward Island, the black fox puppies occurred more 
frequently than In the United -States, and most of 
the black foxes imported here came from Prince
